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MATH 


Gainesville  High  School  has  a  wide  variety  of  math 
courses  from  which  to  choose.  They  range  from  ninth  grade 
general  math  to  solid  geometry  and  trigonometry.  These 
courses  are  taught  by  a  well-qualified  staff,  many  of  whom 
have  won  awards  for  their  work  in  mathematics.  Mrs.  Phipps 
was  chosen  by  the  University  Kiwanis  Club  as  Teacher  of  the 
Year.  Mrs.  Wanninger  was  selected  to  represent  the  schools 
of  our  county  at  a  conference  of  mathematics  teachers  in  Cape 
Canaveral.  Not  only  have  the  teachers  won  awards  but  also 
the  students  whom  they  have  taught.  Several  of  our  graduates 
have  won  honors  in  the  field  of  mathematics  and  returned  to 
thank  the  teachers  who  inspired  and  taught  them. 

A  credit  to  the  importance  of  mathematics  at  Gainesville 
High  School  is  the  fact  that  out  of  1400  students,  1100  are 
taking  a  math  course  of  some  kind.  This  is  far  above  the  state 
average  for  a  school  this  size. 

In  an  age  which  is  becoming  increasingly  space-consci- 
ous, the  necessity  for  mathematics  cannot  be  stressed  too 
highly.  Gainesville  High  School  is  sending  out  students,  some 
of  whom  will  be  tomorrow's  scientists,  with  a  great  knowledge 
and  skill  in  this  important  field.

The  twenty  students  pictured  above  have  just  completed 
a  course  which  was  introduced  to  Gainesville  High  School  in 
1954.  The  accelerated  math  course  was  designed  for  student? 
who,  by  the  beginning  of  the  ninth  grade,  had  shown  definite 
interest  and  ability  in  mathematics.  These  students  are  able, 
in  four  years,  to  advance  through  college  freshman  math. 
Mrs.  Phipps  and  Mrs.  Wanninger  have  taught  this  group  which 
is  the  second  one  to  complete  the  four  year  course  at  Gaines- 
ville High  School.  This  has  proved  so  satisfactory  to  the  stu- 
dents that  other  accelerated  courses  are  being  introduced.  The 
first  of  these  is  accelerated  English  which  was  started  this 
fall.

Since  English  is  the  background  for  all  other  courses, 
much  emphasis  is  placed  on  it  at  Gainesville  High  School. 
Four  years  of  English  are  required  for  a  student  to  graduate. 
Grammar,  literature,  and  creative  writing  are  studied  each 
year  on  the  various  grade  levels  until  a  student  has  a  well- 
rounded  concept  of  our  language  and  literature. 

This  year,  a  new  plan  has  been  introduced,  whereby 
students  who  have  shown  special  ability  and  interest  in  English 
are  grouped  into  classes  which  are  able  to  proceed  more 
rapidly  through  their  work.  This  gives  the  students  time  for 
broader  reading  and  more  creative  writing.  It  also  gives  them 
a  chance  for  more  individual  help  and  has  been  found  to  in- 
crease student  interest  and  participation.  The  accelerated 
course  was  used  in  the  tenth  through  the  twelfth  grades  this 
year,  but  will  be  introduced  also  into  the  ninth  grade  next  year. 

Students  who  are  interested  in  creative  writing  have  a 
chance  to  contribute  to  Excaliber,  a  magazine  published  each 
semester  by  the  journalism  department.  This  magazine  contains 
art  work,  short  stories,  and  poetry  created  by  the  students. 
Short  stories  and  poetry  have  also  been  entered  by  Gaines- 
ville High  School  students  in  national  writing  contests.  Several 
prizes  have  been  won  on  the  state  level. 

A  new  course  for  students  who  plan  to  go  directly  into 
a  vocation  after  school  is  being  planned.  This  will  be  called 
Business  English  and  will  teach  the  student  to  apply  his  English 
practically. 

Speech,  taught  by  Mrs.  Miller,  is  an  aid  to  the  study  of 
English.  The  course  helps  students  in  oral  book  reports  as  well 
as  speech-making  in  front  of  a  class.  The  two  courses,  al- 
though closely  connected,  supplement  each  other  with  ideas 
and  methods.

Although  it  is  not  required,  more  than  half  the  stu- 
dents of  Gainesville  High  School  take  a  foreign  language. 
Presently  offered  are  Latin,  French,  and  Spanish. 

Latin  has  always  been  a  fixture  at  G.  H.  S.  and  is  sec- 
ond only  to  Spanish  in  student  popularity.  In  the  four  years 
offered  the  stress  is  placed  on  basic  Latin  plus  its  relation 
to  English  words,  its  history  and  its  effect  on  American  and 
English  literature.  Cultural  interest  is  taken  up  along  with 
comparison  of  Roman  government  to  that  of  today  and 
the  influence  of  Latin  on  the  present  day. 

French,  just  recently  introduced  at  G  .H.  S.,  offers  first 
and  second  year  to  all  students.  In  the  course  the  rudiments 
of  the  French  language  such  as  reading,  writing  and  gram- 
mar are  covered.  Further  study  takes  the  student  into 
French  diplomacy,  culture  and  relation  to  English  as  well 
as  introduction  to  its  journals  and  literature. 

Spanish,  first  introducd  in  1940,  was  offered  only  in 
the  11th  and  12th  grades.  From  this  small  beginning  it  has 
grown  into  nine  sections  including  first  through  fourth  years 
and  two  accelerated  classes.  Spanish  is  taught  through  the 
oral  approach  in  courses  which  cover  art,  literature  and  its 
culture.  Gainesville  students  are  able  to  study  in  a  specially 
equipped  Spanish  lab  including  a  stage,  record  players, 
tape  recorders,  and  recording  booths. 


LIBRARY 


The  materials  in  the  G.  H.  S.  library  include:  a  variety  of 
books,  well-selected  though  inadequate  in  number,  to  supple- 
ment the  curriculum  of  grades  nine  through  twelve  as  well  as 
to  provide  leisure  time  reading  for  a  student  body  of  nearly 
fourteen  hundred;  a  reference  collection;  magazines,  pamphlets, 
and  newspapers;  and  a  limited  supply  of  audio-visual  materials. 


Students  have  access  to  the  library  individually  or  while  in 
attendance  with  a  class  scheduled  for  library  work.  Training  in 
the  effective  use  of  materials  may  be  received  individually  or  in 
groups.  The  librarians  share  the  responsibility  of  orientation  for 
new  students  and  the  guiding  of  individual  students  in  the  proper 
use  of  materials.  In  addition  teachers,  or  teachers  and  librarians, 
strive  to  provide  proper  instruction  at  the  appropriate  time. 

The  county  School  Board  appropriates  money  annually  for 
the  purchase  and  upkeep  of  .library  materials.  Donations  of  mon- 
ey and  materials  have  been  made  to  the  library  by  many  service 
clubs  of  G.H.S.,  the  Parent-Teacher  Association,  and  individual 
patrons  and  teachers.  At  the  present  time  a  drive  has  been  start- 
ed by  a  group  of  interested  patrons  to  assist  in  raising  additional 
funds  for  the  library  and  in  securing  suitable  and  adequate  ma- 
terials to  meet  the  educational  and  leisure  time  needs  of  the 
fast  growing  student  body  of  G.H.S.

PHYSICAL  EDUCATION  DEPARTMENT 


The  boys'  physical  education  program  consists  of  many  dif- 
ferent activities.  Among  these  activities  are:  touch  football,  basket- 
ball, gator  ball,  golf,  weight  lifting,  tennis,  and  a  camping  course 
for  twelfth  graders.  Participation  in  the  various  activities  accounts 
for  the  greater  percentage  of  the  boys'  grades.  Knowledge  of  the 
sport,  readiness  to  participate,  and  tests  make  up  the  rest  of  the 
physical  education  students'  grades.  Boys  in  the  ninth  and  tenth 
grades  are  predominantly  taught  skills  in  the  various  activities. 
Older  boys,  ones  in  the  eleventh  and  twelfth  grades,  learn  team 
participation.  Variety  is  stressed  in  order  to  eliminate  certain  sports 
from   recurring   in   a   boy's  physical   education   career. 

A  diversified  program  is  also  offered  by  the  girls'  physical  edu- 
cation department.  Tumbling,  modern  dance,  basketball,  soccer, 
volleyball,  badminton,  tennis,  and  physical  fitness  are  some  of  the 
activities  in  which  the  girls  participate.  As  in  the  boys'  physical  edu- 
action  program,  a  variety  of  sports  is  given  to  eliminate  boredom 
of  certain  sports.  In  girls'  physical  education,  the  ninth  grade  girls 
are  taught  team  sports  and  fundamentals.  In  tenth  grade,  team  and 
individual  strength  is  stressed,  uniors  and  seniors  are  taught  ad- 
vance team  sports  and  advanced  skills. 

Added  to  this  fine  program,  we  have  a  staff  of  well-skilled  in- 
structors interested  in  teaching  the  way  to  healthier  man  and  wom- 
anhood.

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SCIENCE  DEPARTMENT 


Gainesville  High  School  is  proud  to  boast  a  complete  science  de- 
partment which  offers  the  student  a  thorough  science  education. 

A  generalized  science  course  is  offered  to  ninth  grade  boys  and 
girls.  General  Science  touches  briefly  on  all  the  sciences,  giving  the 
student  a  well-rounded  view  of  the  secrets  of  our  world.  The  science 
scholar  can  then  enter  more  specific  and  detailed  courses.  The  first  of 
these,  biology,  is  the  study  of  living  things.  It  takes  in  dissection  and 
analysis  of  facts  about  plants  and  animals. 

Chemistry,  the  study  of  the  elements,  is  offered  to  the  tenth  and 
eleventh  grades.  This  is  the  course  in  which  chemical  reactions,  phy- 
sical and  chemical  properties  of  elements,  and  nuclear  make-up  is 
studied.  Physical  science  is  a  comprehensive  course  which  combines 
physics  and  chemistry.  This  course  gives  the  student  a  background  in 
science  which  will  help  him  through  life.  Physics  is  an  exact  science,  tak- 
ing in  the  study  of  energy  and  its  related  fields. 

These  five  science  courses  serve  as  stepping  stones  to  the  student 
who  is  going  into  the  fields  of  science  and  other  fields  of  higher  learn- 
ing.

SOCIAL  STUDIES  DEPARTMENT 

The  teaching  of  social  studies  in  Gainesville 
High  School  prepares  the  students  for  intelligent 
living  in  the  society  of  today. 

The  study  of  civics  acquaints  the  student  with 
his  country  and  its  democratic  principles.  It  helps 
him  develop  attitudes  and  ideas  that  will  enable 
him  to  understand,  appreciate,  and  participate  in 
a  democratic  society. 

Problems  of  democracy,  a  new  course  intro- 
duced into  the  curriculum  this  year,  combines  so- 
cial, economic,  and  current  problems.  It  helps  the 
interested  student  to  think  logically  and  objec- 
tively about  problems  confronting  our  modern  day 
civilization. 

World  history,  a  diversified  course,  emphasizes 
the  dependence  of  people  and  nations  and  the 
need  for  world-wide  co-operation.  This  course  ac- 
quaints the  student  with  the  major  ideologies  and 
cultures  of  the  world  and  reasons  for  their  devel- 
opment. It  teaches  the  student  to  protect  past  con- 
tributions of  ancient  societies  and  to  further  the 
advancement  of  civilization. 

American  history  develops  an  understanding  of 
American  heritage.  This  study  helps  us  understand 
the  social,  political  and  economic  problems  faced 
by  American  citizens.  American  history  links  the 
past  with  the  present.  Through  this  course,  stu- 
dents gain  a  sense  of  responsibility,  sympathy,  and 
understanding  for  the  various  groups  that  make  up 
our  complex  society. 

These  social  studies  courses  offer  a  comprehen- 
sive study  of  a  world  in  which  distance  and  phy- 
sical barriers  are  no  longer  important.  They  teach 
critical  objective  thinking  instead  of  blind  accept- 
ance of  problems.  They  develop  in  the  students  an 
appreciation  of  democratic  principles  and  a  de- 
sire to  apply  these  principles  as  intelligent  Amer- 
ican citizens.

VOCATIONAL 

The  vocational  courses  offered  at  Gainesville  High  are 
many  and  varied.  They  range  from  Architectural  Drafting,  a 
course  for  the  architects  of  the  future,  to  D.C.T.,  a  training  pro- 
gram for  those  who  wish  to  earn  money  in  high  school.  It  is 
hoped  that  these  courses  will  well  prepare  the  student  for 
earning  his  living  immediately  or  for  future  study  of  voca- 
tional in  college. 

Typing, Shorthand,  and  Bookkeeping  prepare  students  for 
a  commercial  career.  Most  students  of  G.H.S.  will  be  familiar 
with  typing  before  they  graduate.  Students  are  taught  the 
"touch"  system  and  the  correct  technique  of  using  the  type- 
writer. Shorthand  students  learn  the  fundamentals  of  taking 
dictation  and  transcription.  Typing  is  required  for  shorthand; 
however,  they  may  be  taken  simultaneously.  Bookkeeping  is 
helpful  for  those  planning  a  business  career.  Students  of  book- 
keeping should  learn  the  values  of  systematic  records. 

Distributive  and  Cooperative  Training  has  three  aspects. 
All  are  designed  to  let  the  student  have  occupational  experi- 
ence while  he  finishes  high  school.  CBE  students  are  employed 
as  office  assistants,  DCT  students  work  in  various  community 
services,  while  students  in  DE  are  employed  as  retail  salesmen. 
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COMMERCIAL  DEPARTMENTS

Home  Economics,  one  of  the  first  vocational  courses  to 
which  Gainesville  High  School  girls  are  exposed,  is  designed 
to  prepare  them  for  futures  as  homemakers.  This  course  is  not 
just  concerned  with  cooking  and  sewing,  other  varied  topics 
including  child  care,  home  management,  and  decorating  are 
taught. 

Vocational  Agriculture  is  a  study  of  farming  and  its  re- 
lated fields.  One  of  the  main  parts  of  the  program  is  a  project 
on  plants  or  animals.  Students  are  expected  to  earn  money 
from  this.  Students  are  also  expected  to  be  familiar  with  the 
equipment  and  machines  in  the  shop. 

Architectural  Drafting,  a  three  hour  course,  is  offered  to 
the  juniors  and  seniors  of  Gainesville  High  who  are  interested 
in  careers  as  architects.  Besides  the  fundamentals  of  drafting, 
students  are  taught  more  advanced  ideas.

Coach  Wade  Odom's  1958-1959  basketball  team  was 
assembled  at  G.  H.  S.  Height,  team  speed,  and  a  generally 
well-balanced  attack  were  the  key  to  the  Hurricane's  fine 
season. 

The  Canes  were  undefeated  for  the  first  eight  games  of 
the  season.  One  of  these  first  eight  games  was  a  116-38 
victory  over  Lake  City.  A  67-64  loss  to  Palatka  was  the  first 
defeat  of  the  season. 

A  fine  starting  team  of  Mickey  Woods,  Donnie  Row- 
land, Kenny  Russom,  Asey  Stephens,  and  either  Larry  Barnett 
or  Paul  Kluge  gave  G.  H.  S.  a  potent  opening  attack.  Donnie 
Rowland  led  the  Canes  in  points  with  a  total  of  434;  Mickey 
Woods  was  next  with  396. 

At  Daytona  Beach,  Gainesville  High  School  won  the 
last  Northeastern  Conference  Championship  which  will  be 
played.  In  this  tournament  they  defeated  Ocala  and  Day- 
tona Beach  Mainland.  In  the  group  tournament  G.  H.  S. 
won  its  first  two  games  before  losing  to  Madison,  a  team 
the  Canes  defeated  twice  during  the  regular  season,  75-60. 
This  loss  cost  the  Hurricanes  a  chance  to  go  to  the  state  tourn- 
ament which  was  won  by  Daytona  Seabreeze. 

Credit  is  due  to  Mac  McGriff,  G.  H.  S.'s  fine  manager, 
and  the  Reverend  Gene  Williams,  who  gave  invaluable  guid- 
ance and  support  to  the  team.  This  season  also  saw  a  pro- 
phecy come  true.  Three  years  ago  Coach  Odom  started  from 
scratch  to  build  a  basketball  team.  He  promised  that  in  three 
years  he  would  have  a  team  worthy  of  recognition.  Let  it 
suffice  to  say  that  Gainesville  High  School  received  that  re- 
cognition this  year  thanks  to  the  "three-year-plan"  of  Coach 
Wade  Odom.

Three  years  ago  Sylvia  Hardaway  (GHS,  1958),  one  of  Florida's 
top  ranking  young  tennis  players,  decided  it  was  high  time  GHS  had 
a  tennis  team.

The  Gainesville  High  School  Band,  under  the  direction 
of  Bardwell  M.  Donaldson,  consists  of  85  members.  There 
are  ten  majorettes,  a  drum  major,  two  head  majorettes, 
and  a  band  captain. 

Most  of  the  band's  growth  has  been  during  the  past  12 
years.  In  1946  there  were  ten  members  without  a  director. 
There  was  practically  no  equipment.  There  were  no  uni- 
forms. The  members  had  only  a  minimum  of  experience 
on  a  musical  instrument.  From  this  the  band  has  grown  to 
its  present  status  of  well-equipped,  well-dressed,  and 
talented  members. 

The  band  has  taken  several  trips  in  connection  with  its 
musical  program.  Three  years  ago  the  band  went  on  an 
educational  tour  to  New  York  City  and  two  years  ago  the 
band  went  to  Miami  Ueach. 

During  the  past  12  years  the  band  has  attended  district 
contests  every  year,  and  its  rating  in  the  state  during  these 
years  of  participation  has  remained  high.  In  the  contests 
for  concert,  sight  reading,  and  marching  there  have  been 
58  first  division  ratings,  4  second  division  ratings,  and  3 
third  division  ratings.
